Automobile to 
Cut

Number Of Mail Routes • 


In Country. 


FAIRBURT, Neb., Feb.'12. — MP) 


—The use of automobiles on rural 
mail 
routes 
in 
Nebraska and 


throughout the United States has 
necessitated a complete revision of 
routes and pa-y schedules, it was 
learned here today. 
Rerouting and 


reduction in the number of carriers 
to be completed within, the next 
few years will mean 
a saving of i 


approximately Jll.OOO in Jefferson 
county alone, postal authorities es- 
timated. 
At least half of the rural mail 


carriers of the United -States will 
be» dispensed with in the course 
of the next few years under a re- 
cent order of the postmaster gen- 
eral. No carriers »ow in the ser- 
vice, will be removed without cause, 
but those being retired because of 
age and the places made vacant by 
d£ath or resignation will not be 
filled by new applicants. The routes 
will then be taken over by other 
carriers already in service. 


Routes as formed a quarter cen- 


tury ago when service was given 
with horses and mail wagons, were 
each 24 miles long. Deliveries are 
now made, on these routes in two 
or three hours by automobile. The 
new plan which will be gradually 
put into execution calls for routes 
from 50 to 65 miles long for each 
carrier. 


There are 21 mall routes in Jef- 


ferson county and the new plan 
calls for daily service with ten car- 
riers. A carrier with a standard 
route receives $1,800 per year. 
It 


is estimated that the saving on two 
30 mile routes -when combined into 
a single 60 mile route and handled 
by a single carrier by automobile 
will mean a- saving of $1,9SO. 


The first change in this county 


results from the retirement of John 
Allen, veteran carrier at Endicott. 
It has been recommended that the 
patrons on the Endicott route be 
served either from here or Steele 
City. In August". Jack Davis, vet- 
eran Fairbury carrier, .retires and 
his route Will also be absorbed by 
other carriers.

NATIONAL FINANCES. 


For nearly two years we have been hearing of huge 


savings and economies in the administration of. na- 
tional government affairs. 


During the last fiscal year the surplus was re- 


ported to be in excess of $300,000,000—making it pos- 
sible to again reduce the tax burden. • 


This verv general conception of what is being ac- 


complished in Washington is startlingly contradicted 
by news of the general deficiencies appropriation bill, 


. which is now receiving the consideration of both 


branches of congress. Jn the house the bill, approp- 
riating- funds to make good the deficits which were 
incurred in the different branches and agencies of 
government, carried an aggregate of $381,000,000—a 
sum very considerably in excess of any surplus which 
was claimed by the treasury department 


When this same deficiencies' bill reached the sen- 


ate, it was increased to ?42S,577,162, or nearly $100,- 
000,000 more than the surplus reported for the fiscal 
year. 


It may be well for the American people to inquire 


"when is a saving a saving?" 
Because of the wide- 


spread publicity which has been given to tbe pur- 
ported surplus in the treasury, the public certainly 
has a distorted view of the actual -working of the 
economy program instituted by Calvin Coolidge and 
his aides. When the deficits in various branches ox 
the national government reach the staggering figure 
of nearly half a billion dollars, it can hardly be said 
that government Is operating efficiently. 
The plain 


brutal facts are that some of these governmental 
agencies are spending more than was contemplated. 
The progranvwhich was formulated was not adhered 
1o rigidly and as a result of the uncontrolled spend- 
ing of public funds, all of the benefits which might 
be expected to accrue to the taxpayers have been 
wiped out and an actual deficit ensued. 


In the "Veterans' bureau alone it is estimated $38,- 


-50,000 is needed to meet the deficit which has been 
Incurred. 


Much of the trouble may be traced back to the 


paternalistic agencies of government. It is the boards, 
bureaus and commissions, created for the purpose of 
regulating the private lives of citizens, and assuming 
a measure of control and direction of business and 
industry, which go "hog-wild" In the matter of ex- 
penditures. 
Seldom do they operate below the esti- 


mated cost of their maintenance. More often they 
spend just a little more than has been allowed them 
and then they look to congress to make good the 
deficit. 


If this 
huge deficiencies appropriation as of any 


special significance, it reveals the budget law is not 
waterproof. The national government has been op- 
erating under the budget plan for more than three 
years. One of its purposes was to avoid just such a 
situation as has arisen at Washington. 
It was to 


do away with deficiencies by spending agencies of the 
government. Under the budget plan no department 
is expected to exceed its appropriations. All agencie's 
are expected to make their activities fit their purse. 
This is not being done today. 
Many of the depart- 


ments of government are spending more money than 
they were expected to spend. Apparently the only 
way to curb this lavish spending of public funds will 
be the enactment of legislation making it impossible 
for governmental officials to contract expenditures in 
excess of the funds which they have. 


The deficit of the, last fiscal year is particularly 


interesting in view 
of the 
action, of the senate m 


passing upon the tax reduction measure. 
The treas- 


ury department has repeatedly warned congress it 
would not be safe to reduce the tax burden more than 
$358,000,000. The senate, however, has already pro- 
vided total reductions nearly ?100,000,000 in excess of 
that sum. Two courses are now open to the con- 
ference commltteees which wil consider the bill. The 
conferees must either restore the bill to its original 
form, eliminating many of the reductions which have 
been voted, or they must deliberately Invite the pros- 
pect of the national government running deeply into 
debt during the next fiscal year. The latter course is 
undesirable in njany ways but especially so because 
it would place an additional interest burden upon 
to* taxpayer's. 


A little more frankness 
in the matter of national 


expenditures would be most helpful. The partisan de- 
sire to capitalize on purported savings has been re- 
sponsible for a misconception of the actual state of 
the national finances. When the reported surplus in 
the treasury during the last fiscal year is contrasted 
with the 
deficiencies, 
it can readily be seen that 


there has not been as much economy at Washington 
as the general public has been led to believe. 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


This is the anniversary of the birlh ot Abraham 


Lincoln, born 117 years ago. It is less than three 
erations since Lincoln was living, president of the 
tion, and though there are many who recall him in the 
flesh, his name is fast becoming encrusted with leg- 
<>nd. He has assumed the proportions of a national 
hero, if not of world significance. The ideal of the 
American love of liberty and hatred of oppression, 
his honor was chiefly the result of circumstances 
over which he had no control. This does not detract 
from the heights to which he rose when demanded, 
but it should serve to remind us that our national he- 
roes arc human, and not wax men from some Alger 
story, 
to be moulded 
as representatives ot every 


opinion held by man. In truth, it was Lincoln's hu-' 
manness that gives him such revered memory, for 
other figures In our national crises have not achieved 
the firm place 
in American 
idealism that Lincoln 


holds. 
Sentimentalists, at whose hands Lincoln has 


suffered much, would do well to investigate facts be- 
fore claims of Lincoln's beliefs and opinions are 
made. 


Primarily Lincoln was a. man of exceeding modesty. 


His autobiography, written at the request of friends 
as he wVs entering the campaign for the presidential 
nomination, is of a few lines' length, and deals in the 
main, with his immediate ancestors. What few mon- 
uments he has left to his people arc in the form of 
public addresses. But as an ideal his name will last. 


coln many times. Floyd Dell in one of his essay; 
has given a picture of Lincoln which is far from con- 
ventional, but very sympathetic. 
It is the kind of 


tiling that explains the profound significance Lin- 
coln has had on the life of this nation. 


"He Is a puzzled, heartsick country lawyer whose 


ambition has led him Into a high and strange place, 
and who finds himself not the master of the ma- 
chine of government, but Its victim; compelled to put 
his hand to a plough that tears its way through tho 
bodies and souls of his countrymen, and not seeing 
any \jray to avoid doing it; serving- the state because 
he has been brought up to believe in it, but secretly 
hating his job; having prophetic glimpses of some- 
thing better than the nightmare in which he lived 
and suffered, and seeking to express it m tiie only 
terms he knew—lawyer's talk and stump speech elo- 
quence—which, nevertheless, were haunted by the 
ghost of his true 
meaning, 
giving these common 


phrases a strange cadence which troubles and stirs 
the soul— an eccentric politician who still kept, 
hurt and baffled and 
tired, the spirit of a child, a 


lost child that was afraid to be afraid, and that went 
on, whistling, in the stormy dark, hoping that tho 
light in the distance was the light of home . 


"Lincoln, the legend, is what v/c choose to make 


of it 
.His picture is stored away in our minds, 


and when tired of other games we .urn to it, it lives 
and moves and leads us into the str.in^c and poig- 
nant wonld of dream. And our circim will be the 
record of ourselves, of our needs, of our aspiration'; "

It serves to show how far the people 
of this country have traveled along the path of pa- 
ternalism in government, and where they may get to 
some of these days if the craze for regulating and 
supervising 
almost every 
human activity is not 


curbed. 


Perhaps the employe in New York who failed to 


read the Nebraska official's penmanship aright had 
a,mental picture of this state as a thinly inhabited 
wilderness where predatory beasts were numerous 
enough to require the services of a special govern- 
mental department in exterminating them. 
He or 


she, as the case may have been, doubtless saw no 
improbability 
in the existence 
of such a public 


functionary as "fox commissioner" 
out here on the 


western prairies. 


Let us not deride this natural mistake of an unin- 


formed person as indicating crass ignorance. 
Why 


should there not, after all, be a "fox commissioner?" 
Do we not have commissioners, supervisors,' secre- 
taries, and boards to oversee various phases of our 
civilization which are about as far removed from 
common sense as that1? Are we not as a people beset 
on every hand with these regulators of our daily 
lives? 


"VVe have commissioners, etc., in this state to look, 


after food, drugs, gasoline, railroads, telephone com- 
panies, banks, insurance, the sale of stocks, health, 
highways, fires and firebugs, nursing of babies, mix- 
ing feed for live stock, and all kinds of professional 
practice from doctors and lawyers to undertakers. 


In addition to these, it is seriously proposed to es- 


tablish additional regulating agencies for real es- 
tate, barber shops, raising bees, school textbooks, 
automobile driving, and numerous other things 


At Washington, the science of government by com- 


missions, bureaus, directors and chiefs has been de- 
veloped far beyond our puny efforts in Nebraska, 
Few indeed are the elements of modern life which 
escape 
being pried into by persons who have at- 


tached themselves to the national payroll. 
Some of 


these busy themselves urging citizen^ to "swat tho 
fry;" others tell how he should spade up the back 
yard garden and plant the seeds his congressman 
sends him; a considerably number are engaged in try- 
ing to stop the flow of bootleg liquor; even the home- 
ly art of cooking receives governmental 
attention. 


The time may come when we shall have a "fox 


commissioner," or possibly a "coyote commissioner"" 
or a "gopher commissioner/ or a grasshopper and 
chinchbug supervisor, to get rid of our farm pests 


pro- 


If we are going in for "agricultural relief to the 
tent of creating a commission to export farm 
- 


ducts, there is no good reason why we should not 
have one to see that crops are not destroyed in the 
fields or live stock on the range. One is just as sen- 
sible as the other.

Scurvy is not uncommon in babies and children who have not had 


enough fresh foods containing the anti-scorbutic vitamin in their diets. 
(Scurvy can also develop in adults on deficient dTfets.) 


About the first symptom of scurvy Is tenderness of the bones and 


musc'les. The baby shows Ay crying that it is painful for him to be 
touched. He is pale and lo"s weight. Later his gums are swollen and 
spongy and he has hemorrhages underneath the mucous membrane <JJ 
the mouth. The tendency to breaking of the blood vessels and hemor- 
rhages, both in the tissue and externally, is one of the characteristics of 
the disease. Later scurvy may cause a form of paralysis. 
The cure and prevention are simple—like a miracle! They consist 


simply of giving orange juice or strained tomato juice, fresh or canned— 
or, if these cannot be secured, the juice of fresh cabbage. Begin with one 
teaspoonful, diluted (as early as the third month) and gradually increase 
to at least three tablespoonfuls daily. One teaspoonful every other day 
won't be too fast. By the time baby is nine months old lie can be taking 
one-half to one orange daily. Better begin it between the morning feed- 
ings.

The Magedlanic Clouds are in 


their association with history and 
sentiment, the most romantic ob- 
jects in the starry heavens, with the 
possible exception of the constella- 
'tlon of the Southern Cross. 


When- the first circumnavigators, 
and the first explorers ana adven- 
turers in the great South Seas, be- 
gan to return to Europe, they 
thrilled all 
listeners 
with 
their 
stories of the blazing Cross that 
swung around the 
south celestial 
pole, and of two mysterious shining 
clouds that adorned a dark quarter 
of the heavens like fragments flung 
off from the Galaxy. These strange 
luminous clouds got their name 
from Magellan, who saw them on 
his first circumnavigation of

"The White Ox." 


Sir John Herschel 
studied the 
Magellanic clouds from his obser- 
vatory at the Cape of Good Hope,

Both are of an oval outline, the 
large cloud being six or seven de- 
grees across, and 
covering about 


forty square degrees of sky, while

look. 


The Harvard observations and 
calculations have brought out the 
following almost incredible facts: 


The Small Cloud is situated at a 
distance of thirty-one 
kiloparsecs.' 
A kiloparsec is> a thousand parsecs, 
and a parsec is about nineteen mil- 
lion-million, or nineteen 
trillion 
miles. Consequently 31 klloparsecs 
means 589 quadrillion miles:

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Letter Written to His Father By Abe Lincoln One 


Of Most Treasured Possessions of Frank Reavis 


BY AARON DAVIDSON. 


KA.LLS CITY, Neb.. Feb. 6—In 


the home of former Congressman 
C. Frank Reavis at Lincoln bans* 
.1 framed letter that is almost price- 
less *nd has had a tremendous in- 
fluence In shaping the career of 
three generations. Until two years 
ago that letter remained In Fa'l« 
City, proudly reposing In Its frame- 
here for «6 years, but wh«n Mr. 
Reavis moved to Lincoln the letter 
went with him as part of his indn- 
pensable law office equipment. 
Its real birthday Is November 5, 


but the Reavis family likea to »i- 
soclate it more with February 12. 
and on that day pays it a. venerable 
thought, for it Is the birthday of 
its author, Abraham Lincoln. 


The letter reflects as much tl-e 


Character of Lincoln as any blog'a- 
pher has ever described it 
It was 
written In 1855, three years befoie 
his debates with Stephen A 'Doug- 
las 
brought 
him 
into 
national 


prominence. It was a crisp bit of 
sound advice given to a youth he 
nevtr knew and yet took the ttrv.o 
to counsel because the lad 
had 


shown promise of ambition. 
It 
was written to the late Isham Rea- 
vis. 
then 19, later to become 
a 


Cn.ted States judge and one of the 
best known jmlsts of southeastein 
Nebraska 
Frrced to Quit School. 


Isham Reavis was then living at 


Beiirdstown, 111. 
His father 
had 


died w*hen Isham was but 9 yens 
old 
The widow Reavis had wanttil 


Isham to be a lawyer, so he •"!- 
rolled at Illinois college 
When 
his mother, loo passed away wMle 
he was a junior 
in college, the 


icuth found himself unable to con- 
tinue _hls course and he looked 
about "for an office where he might 
read law. 
He recalled that 
his 


father, Isham Reavis, had known 
Lincoln In their boyhood days alonjj 
the Sang-amon river in Illinois, so 
ho decided to write to the futuro 
emancipator, who then had a iJw 
office at Spring-field and had qu.le 
a local reputation. 
Lincoln's r^ply, dispatched the

Not only did he ha\e the privilege 
of reading law under- one of the 
ablest 
attornevs of Illinois,

methods he closely watched ard 
later pursued with gratifying re- 
sults as a lawyer In Nebraska 


Admitted to Bar. 


Three years later. IS 58, found 
his diligent study (bearing fruit 
when he -was admitted to the Illi- 
nois bar. The heart that yearned 
for legal lore, however, also urged 
him to take 
the trail with 
the 
pioneers and 
h«> landed In FalH 


City, then but a year old, within i 
few weeks after he won the right 
to practice 
His marriage on May 11, 1RG4. -o 


Ann Dorrington. also a Falls C'ty 
pioneer and who sitll lives here, 
<=eemecl to ha\ e imbued him w'th 
new ambition for from then on his 
lise was rapid 
In 1867 he was 


appointed district attorney for the 
first judicial distiict of the now 
state of Nebraska and the following 
year was elected to the state sen- 
ate, sitting In Nebraska's first leg- 
islature 
In 1869 President U S 
Grant appointed him justice of the 
supreme court for the territory of 
Arizona 
Mr. Reavis held 
that 


office four years, resigning to rt- 
sume his law practice in Falls City 
He died on May S, 1914. 
Abraham Lincoln was 
probably 


Mr Reavis' most reverent subject 


His Impressions of 
the martyred 


president may best be told from an 
article Mr. Reavis once wrote, in 
which he said: 
'I had peculiar and abundant op- 


portunities for observing and study- 
Ing him and his methods of doing 
things, but I doubt that any of hi* 
contemporaries 
or 
anybody 
else 
ever knew what he would do next. 
None of them ever knew just how 
to take bira or what to expect from 
him. In the trial of a case he rare- 
ly made an objection to questions 
put to witness by his opponent. On 
one occasion he was asked in my 
presence why he had allowed cer- 
tain questions to be asked and an- 
swered by a witness. 'Well,' said he, 
'It was not verv important and the 
witness knew a fact or two that I 
wanted and could not very Well 
get by making him my witness, and 
I concluded that by letting the 
other side have full 
and 
unob- 


structed latitude they would prob- 
ably throw a door open for me to 
go after the fact on cross-examin- 
ation, and they did. 


Favored Wid« Latitude. 


"He gave another reason for al- 


lowing irrelevant and immaterial 
questions to be asked, especially 
when the answers were not likely 
to prejudice the rights of his client. 
It was this. That constant or fre- 
quent objections were 
likely 
to 


create a prejudice in the mindb 
of the jurors, leading them to think 
that the objector waa trj-ing to hide 
something from them, and whether 
the jurors 
knew it or not, that 


suspicion might at a critical stage 
of their deliberation militate against 
the Interest of that side 


"As an advocate I don't think he 


had an equal anywhere 
He was 


all-powerful with a jury and onlj 
he knew, If the fact were known at 
all why that 
was 
so. That he 


could sway men 
almost 
as 
he 


pleased \\ as owing to the fact that 
he was a. comolete master of the 
human passion, instlnctiT. ely know- 
ing all the springs of action com- 
mon to men, and was able to call 
them into play whenever It suited 
his purpose to do so. 
And all of 


that was done w Ithout apparent ef- 
fort and always is something of 
course as a right thing in the right 
place and at the right time. 


"It Is said he was a homely man, 


that is, not very good looking or 
very graceful in his movements and 
action. It might strike some peo- 
ple that waj- but I am bound to 
sav it did not so strike me 
He was 


tall and a little awkwaid, but let 
him get warmed up before a jury 
or a crowd and he became as grace- 
ful in appearance as anj-body. In 
his quiet moments he had a sad 
expression of countenance and there 
was an indefinable suggestion in 
his general appearance that he had 
become old before his time 
The 


boy never entirely dies out of the 
man nor the girl out of the woman, 
but there was nothing about Lin- 
coln to impress one with the fact 
that he had ever been, young Nev- 
ertheless, he could make moie fun 
at anjbodj1, and woe unto the op- 
position who by anj- chance became 
the subject of his wit 
It was not 


rasping or biting, nor was it exactly 
ridicule, but it was sure to subject 
its object to a good deal of unpal- 
atable merriment 
"He1 knew the people better than 


anybody, their modes 
of thought 


and their general liability to be 
misled by high-sounding phrases 
and mlatj statements. He had the 
rare facultj of illustrating a great 
principle by things within the or- 
dinary experiences of men and by 
parallels drawn from the common- 
est affairs of life 


"My acquaintance with him cov- 


ered the three year,s I was reading 
law 
I did not reac1 in his office 


for reasons given in the letter, but 
that did not prevent mv having the 
beneflflt of his advice and counsel, 
and to have before me the con- 
stant object lesson 
afforded me 


by witnessing his conduct of many 
cases in the courts. 


A Word Of Advice. 


"Let me give an illustration of 


his advice to me 
He was defend- 


ing in the Armstrong murder case 
and I observed in selecting the jury 
his peremptory challenges were not 
directed to individual jurors as be- 
ing personally objectionable, but to 
a class of persons 
He was fre- 


quently in the office wheie I be- 
longed during: the trial, and, being 
curious to know w h> he challenged 
none but elderlj men and especiailj 
a Mr AVebb, whom I knew to be 
one of the best citizens of the coun- 
try, I asked him whv he did it His 
replv was characteristic 
and 
so 


eminently sensible that I have never 
forgotten it 
"He said, 'I will tell you some- 


thing- that may be of use to you 
hereafter 
Never trj' a young man 


w ith an old jury, nor an old man 
with a ^ oung jurj- 
An old man 
and a voung man have no Interest 
in common nor any 
sympathy for 


each other. The old man would say 
the joung scapegrace ought to be 
punished 
on general 
principles, 


while the young; man would say the 


old reprobate was old enough to 
know better and deserves puniuh- 
ment for that reason ' " 
The advice that Abraham Lincoln 
dispensed to Isham Reavis it still 
being followed unto the second and 
third generation. 
One son, fromer 
Congressman C. Frank Reavis, is 
regarded as one of the ablest law- 
yers in Nebraska 
and 
his son, 


Frank, jr., is practicing law In the 
eaat. In Falls City the second gen- 
eration is represented by David D 
ReavU. sr, and the third ceneratlon 


by 
hi» son. Joseph 
C. Reavis. 


Singularly. 
David D. Reavle, too, 


obtained his law learning in an of- 
fice, pass'jng the bar examination 
just two months before the grn^ua- 
tlon of his son, 
with whom 
he 


formed a law nartnershlp 
Mrs Isham Reavis has another 


son and daughter to console her in 
the sunset of her life.

Strengthen* Public Confidence. 
•'A very forcible iliustrtion'ot this 


confidence was demonstrated in a 
suburb of Omaha a few weks ago. 
Rumors had been circulated that 
the bank was going to close Its 
doors and due to this uncertainty, 
large withdrawals were being made. 
When this condition became known 
to the department, the bank was

immortal Lincoln," said Mr. Lee. 


"I ana familiar with your alms 


and aspirations, your ideas 
and 


Ideals, your purposes and philos- 
ophy. If your program were prac- 
ticed In American life I would have 
no fear for American Institutions. 
Modern business needs more of ser- 
vice and less of self; more of man 
and less of mammon; more of char- 
ity and less of cash; more of pa- 
triotism and less of plunder; more 
of giving and less of graft; more of 
love e/nd less of 
lucre; 
more of 


faith and less of falsehood. 
This, 


while in my words, was the creed 
of Lincoln." 


In speaking of Lincoln, Mr. Lee 


said, "Artists have sung and poets 
have dreamed, and brilliant minds 
have written of him, until today 
he is part and parcel of our law 
acid jurisprudence, our 
literature, 


our poetry, our traditions and our 
national life. In a few moments I 
desire to present to you Lincoln 
the lawyer, Lincoln 
the diplomat 


and statesman, Lincoln the patriot 
and presidc/nt. and Lincoln the man. 
And from these glimpses I trust 
that wo may get a new vision, a 
new inspiration, and a new concep- 
tion of our duties as patriots, citi- 
zens and as men. And from Lin- 
;o!n s life learn anew those great 
lessons of courage, patience, toler- 
ance, magnanimity, charity, gener- 
osity and sympathy, that modern 
business and professional 
life 
so 
sadly needs. 


In speaking of Lincoln, the law- 


yer, 
Mr. Lee directed attention to 


the determination and resolution of 
Lincoln to improve 
himself con- 


stantly and to his everlasting pluck. 
perseverance, diligence and indus- 
try. 


Mr. Lee also dwelt upon Lincoln's 


ligh and ethical conception of the 
aw and his sense of moral respon- 
sibility, distinguishing- between duty 
:o a client and duty to society ard 
llustrated the point by various In- 
cidents in Lincoln 
career. Upon 


one occasion, the speaker said, a 
trial was actually in progress when 
Lincoln discovered his client to be 
guilty of deceit and duplicity. Lin- 
coln left the court room and refused 
to continue the case. The 
judgr 


sent for him, but Lincoln declined 
to return and said, "Tell the judge 
that my hands are dirty and I have 
gone to -wash them." 


The Greatest Patriot. 


The speaker then considered Lin- 


coln the patriot and president, and 
after discussing- his messages, his 
letters and his state papers, said, 
"No finer patriot evor lived in any 
land, any clime, any time." 
He quoted from Lincoln's address 


in Philadelphia In 1861, in which he 
said, "I would rather be assassin- 
ated than give up the principles 
embodied In the Declaration of In- 
dependence." 
Mr. Lee reviewed at some length 


*he diplomatic and statesmanlike 
qualities ot Lincoln and commented 
fpon Lincoln's treatment of Sew- 
ard, Chase and Stanton. whom he 
appointed 
to his cabinet, and all 


'it whom 
had bitterly 
denounced 


the man who had appointed them. 


Mr. Lee developed the point from 


these various Incidents that "Lin- 
coln 
was 
big enough and great 


enough to forget and submerge all 
I crsonal 
animosities, 
prejudices, 


and 
jealousies 
that the republic 


might endure." 


In speaking of Lincoln the man, 


Mr. Lee said: "He was loyal and 
loving, trusted and true, gentle and 
afnrrous, 
pleasant 
and patient, 


honest and 
honorable, 
clean and 


courageous; fair and fearless, sun- 
ny and tolerant. 
How 
Inspiring, 


v, hat a heritage to us, to know that 
while the waves of prejudice, and 
passion, of destruction and denun- 
ciation were dashing over his stur- 
dy figure not an unkind, harsh, un- 
generous, or unmanly word ranklft'I 
•n his heart to sour the milk of 
human kindness that ever flowed 
within him. 
A laugh, a smile, a

It was 
a hot day, they had spent the best 
part of a week on the train, and the 
Saturday before had taken a ter- 
rible drubbing at the hands of Min- 
nesota. 
We have seen teams from 


the Kansas and Missouri state con- 
ferences that could

them that day. 
The smaller colleges, as a group, 


are stronger on the coast than they

With the coast's wonderful 
concrete 
road 
system, they are 


easily accessible to thousands of en- 
thusiastic fans. 


Paying Crowd* for Small Game*. 
Crowds of five and ten thousand 


are common at games between col- 
leges ranking with Baker, Missouri 
Valley, Washburn, "Westminster and 
schools of that class. 
The 
same 
reasons apply to the high schools. 


The climate is a great help for 
tralnins: and developing young ath- 
letes. Pass any California school 
and you^wlll see the large athletic 
fields crowded with boys practicing 
or playing- their favorite game. The 
middle of February, or early June, 
it Is all the same. If there is a higrh 
school in California that does not 
have a large, well-equipped, all- 
around athletic field, we have failed 
to see It. 
With the exception of 
stands for spectators, the elemen- 
tary schools are nearly as well off. 


The style of play is no different. 


This is to be expected, as by far 
the largest majority of the coaches 
out here are easterners. East, as 
Californlans think of it, means any 
place on the sunrise side of the 
Rocky mountains. 


Valley Exceli in Officials. 


But one department of the game 


remains—officiating. Here the Mis- 
couri Valley is farther ahead of the 
coast than Nurml could beat a rheu- 
matic grandfather, with snowshoes 
on his feet, running through quick- 
sand. 
"With two or three excep- 


tions, there are no officials out here 
who really know their "stuff." This 
Is one argument where we can beat 
the 
coast 
gang to the decision. 


When 
they 
start 
debating 
the 


question it is only necessary to ask. 
why do they always import eastern 
men for the big. important games? 
This question will make them mad, 
but it will also stop the debate. 


The usual pay for the smaller 


games out here is $8 and J10. _For 
the more Important contests $15 or 
$25 will pay off the "whistle toting 
burglars." Thirty-five bucks is con- 
sidered heavy wages, just a few 
games going that steep. It is hardly 
worth while for a person to work at 
the game long enough to develop 
into a good official. 
Everyone 
connected 
with 
the 


game gets good money, and plenty 
of it, except the officials. And here 
ive are out here, a referee, all ready 
to go to work, but not a chance to 
make enough money to pay the up- 
keep on my white 
flannel pants. 


How is that 
for a tough 
break? 


Next year we plan to be a scout 
and get in free, but take no blame 
for anything.

Should the lamb that goes into 


the feed lot be shorn and will he 
make greater and cheaper gains 
•without his wool are questions Ne- 
braska feeders have faced for some 
time. 
In a. recent experiment conducted 
at the University of Nebraska col- 
lege of agriculture it was 
shown 
that larnbs make more 
efficient 
gains and return a greater profit if 
they are not shorn when they are 
put in the feed lot or a short time 
before they are sent to market. 
In making the test great 
care 
•was taken in the selection of the 
lambs in order that they might 'ie 
as uniform as possible In quality, 
condition, weight, sex and wool. The 
feed consisted of corn and alfalfa 
hay. The corn was fed in troughs 
"in the lot and the hay in tight racks 
in the shed.. 


Shorn Lambs Eat Mo»t. 


Part of the lambs were shorn ten 
days after being put on feed; part 
two weeks before marketing 
the remainder were not shorn. 


and 
The 


most significant effect of the shear- 
ing on feed 
consumption was the 
increase in hay eaten by the early 
shorn lambs. This was noticeable 
for several days immediately after 
they were shorn. 
The amount of 
hav and corn used in producing 100 
pounds of gain was the greatest for 
those shorn early, and 
least for 


those not shorn. 
The lambs that were not shorn 


gold for $15.75 per hundred pounds 
and each of the other lots, sold for 
J13.50 per hundred. The profit per 
lamb was largest for the Iambs not 
shorn and was least for those shorn 
early.
